SLAVES FOR MEXICO. 

Two Hundred South Sea [slanders on Hoard 
an American Brig. 

San Francisco, Sept. 8.— The brig 
Tahiti, which put into Drake's buy on 
Saturday, iu distress, is repotted to have 
left, to day, for San Benito, Mexico, with 
her human cargo of '200 South Sea. Island- 
ers. The customs officials were in doubt 
about the course they should pursue in the 
matter. '1 he revised Btututus of the United 
Stutus provide for the seizure and forfeiture 
of any vessel found within the jurisdictional 
limit of the United States having on board 
any person of color wit h intent to land the 
s line within the United States or elsewhere 
as a slave, or to be held for service or labor. 
Collector Phelps States, however, that the 
vessel had been driven upon the coast by 
stress of weather and that her 
olHcers bad not intended to enter American 
waters, lie hud no revenue cutter within 
reach to send up to examine the brig's 
cargo, uor had lie authority to engage other 
cratt for that service, ('apt. Fcrtfuson, who 
is a part owner of tho craft, states that he 
is Being oa the authorized agent of the 
Mexican Government to assist immigration 
to that country, und that the terms of the 
contract, which weie explained to all the 
natives before signing, provides that they 
shall work threu years for $H a month, shall 
be given free passage to and hunt the 
islands, shall be given a home and a tract 
of laud, and he Itllllishcd with food and 
clothing. The birk Helen Abny took '210 
islanders from Tahiti to Sinben last year, 
on the same lernis. Before a vessel can 
leave the island uith such a cargo, said 
Capt I'Yrguson, Boino consular representa- 
tive must examine each native, and certify 
to the passenger list, hi the case of the 
Tahiti, this Mas done by A. Kick, consul . r 
agent of the United Slates at Gilbert 
Islands.

The Northern Pacific 
rates have not yet been revised by the coin- 
mission, nnd uction fixing the rates for that 
road will be postponed until after this de- 
cision is reached. 

The steel cantilever bridge, which is being 
built over the Spokane river at Spokane, 
Wash., by the Spokane Bridge company of 
Toledo, O., has a canal height of 1,135 feet, 
anil consists of three cantilever spans, one 
277 feet 4 inches, two 189 feet ; thico steel 
truss spans, 10.") feet, 90 and o4 feet long, 
respectively, and tre-tlc approaches.

A SUBMARINE FOREST. 

It Is Growlnc In Ihe Hay of Plenty In New 
Zealand. 

Now Zealand Herald. 

For a long time past many settlers on the 
Fast coast have labored under the impres- 
sion that at a portionjof the Buy of Plenty, 
opposite to Whiikatame, a forest of totara 
is actually growing under the sea. It has 
been pointed out in our oolun.ns that tho 
so-called trees were probably only a variety 
of coral, known as horn coral, which grows 
in a branchy form, that the Maoris and set- 
tle! s might mistake for a submarine forest, 
but until July (i we had not had an oppor- 
tunity of inspecting a spe .iincn of this sub- 
nmiiiie gioiv.il. "A "piece ' 'was' itelivc-i-ciTat' 
our publishing ifliec, with oneof the tops of 
a branch twig tied to the upper p ut of the 
stem received. 

The specimen received was divided at the 
lower part into three branches, about 30 
inches in length, and the upper twig, which 
had been broken oil' and tied on, w as shout 
eight inches In length, and branched with 
tiny feathery sprays somewhat resembling a 
tree, but for all that it is only comp >sed of 
horn coral, which appears to have been 
dead some lime before being drawn to the 
surface. On the top of the twig was coiled 
in graceful folds a good-sized BtarQsh, and 
all along the branches of the coral were 
clustered a huge number of ascidians, a 
species of small jelly fish. There were ulso 
several shell lish belonging to the crenetta, 
together with several barnacles, and at 
least one species of annelid. As good 
specimens of the starfish are not easy to be 
obtained, we have handed tho coral tree, 
together with all the creatures clustered up- 
on it, over to Mr. ('heeseinan, of the 
museum, where it will be prepared for ex- 
hibition.

The large number of labor candidates 
for parliament who are in training for the 
next general election has already caused 
serious anxiety to the Liberal leaders, who 
do not favor this sort of representation and 
think that the workingman ought to bo 
satisfied to accept reforms at the hands of 
the Liberal party. Mr. Gladstone himself 
is said to feel this way, and, wdiile he does 
not oppose, ho gives no active personal en- 
couragement to, the labor candidates. 
Among trades unions there is a strong feel- 
ing that workingmen should be directly re- 
presented in parliament in order to secure 
desired changes in the laws, and that the 
Liberals ought to be willing to receive the 
labor representatives with open arms. This 
subject will be fully discussed in the con- 
gress.

PARIS, Sept. S.— A general rehearsal of 
" Lohengrin " was held to night. It will 
probably be produced on Friday in honor of 
the Czar. Measures will be, taken to pre- 
vent the league and patriots from creating 
a disturbance. 

The Queen Will visit Crrmany. 

London, Sept. 8.— Emperor William has 
repeatedly and earnestly invited the Queen 
to visit Germany next year, and, all being 
well, Her Majesty will probably comply 
with his wish, as she told him when he 
went to Windsor Castle to bid her farewell, 
on July 14. Nothing, however, is yet 
settled about the arrangements for the visit 
except that the Queen will stay for at least 
ten days in Taunus, with the Empress, 
whose magnificent chateau will be finished 
very shortly.

— Hannah Watts, 
wife of a blacksmith who is undergoing a 
sentence of imprisonment for theft, was 
found this morning drowned in the canal at 
Leigh. Twenty years ago Bhe was the 
happy wife ot a prosperous merchant, the 
mayor at one time of Warrington, John 
Wilkinson. 

Alter Mr. Wilkinson's death the widow 
fell into bad habits, and became addicted to 
drink. She rapidly fell, until, losing all at- 
tractiveness and having wasted the lost 
penny of the property left her by her hus- 
band, she was reduced to the extremity of 
gathering rags and bones for u living. She 
married a worthless fellow, and finully 
•nied ber miserable existence b'y suicide. 

Ureal Distress in Itussln. 

London, Sept. 8. — The Standard's Mos- 
cow correspondent, commenting on the 
demands that come from all quarters for 
measures to relieve the distress, says it is 
plain that the distress is greater and more 
widespread than was at first supposed, and 
that the worst has btill to come. 

Suicide or u Family. 

Paris, Sept. 8.— A whole family in this 
city, numbering six, committed suicide, 
yesterday. The father andrmother showed 
the way by hanging themselves, and the 
others, who Were adult children, imitated 
their parents. 

Weak Palms at Odcssn. 

Oiu'ssa, Sept. 8. — A great amount of 
activity has been displayed in the different 
military camps in South Russia during the 
summer just pissed. Every battalion for 
more than 80 or 100 days has been engaged 
iu the exercises, and dining the last mouth 
work has been c-irried on OS if on the battle 
field. The manceuvics have shown, how- 
ever, some weak points in the Russian sys- 
tem, as, for instance, the fact that an ene- 
my could land in force just outside Odessa, 
anil attack that city without having en- 
countered a foe. 

Children Crushed lo Dealli. 

Leeds, Sept. 9.— The wall of a foundry in 
this city collapsed to-day, and two children 
were instantly killed. Two others were 
removed from the ruins in u dying condition. 

Warlike Humors. 

London, Sep'. !l — The Times correspon- 
dent at Madrid telegraphs that a profound 
sensation has been created in that city by 
the probable truth of the rumor that the 
reserves are to be called out and n new 
army formed and forthwith mobilized. 
Added to the fact that, the republican 
agitation in Corunna has become so grave in 
character that tiic mob now defies the civic 
guard, causes tho most optimistic to be 
apprehensive for the future.

BOSS BUCKLEY. 



A Prominent San Francisco Democrat Toys a 
First Visit to Victoria. 

Mr. Chris. Buckley, San Francisco, is 
registered at the Driard. The unpreten- 
tious autograph does not attract much 
attention, but had it been written " Boss 
Buckley," everyone would know tho iden- 
tity of the guest. Mr. Buckley has been a 
prominent character in American politics 
for Ihe past fifteen years. Ho is a staunch 
Democrat, and to his ability and executive 
powers the party in S in Francisco, at least, 
owes its existence. When the "boss " look 
the reins of the Democratic chariot in band, 
it was going headlong to destruction, but 
owing to his careful handling San Fran- 
cisco, to-day, can boast of the best organ- 
ized party in the State.. " If left alone," 
says Mr. Buckley, "we are Democratic, bnt 
when the railway corporations take n hand 
in polities t hey can turn things na tltej 
will. They control some 10,000 votes 
in Sun Francisco." Mr, Buckley's 
visit to Victoria, is pun ly a pleasure 
trip, and be is favorably impressed with the 
city. This is his first visit to the Island, 
and he came here to meet .some Portland 
friends, but in this particular was disap- 
pointed. As is well known, Mr. Buckley is 
almost blind, his sight having failed l.im 
about fourteen yea's ago. Nevertheless, lie 
has continued to take a most prominrxt 
part in polities, and in his own city and 
stale is always looked upon as an authority 
on these points. Ho has never held nuj 
public office, although frequently invited so 
tu do, His fort appears tu be as an organ- 
izer — bis is the executive prowess, and a few 
minutes' conversation with him will suffico 
to convince one that nature intended him afi 
a leader of men. He is a gonial soul, "b to 
in Ireland, at Klines, Co, Clare," as he says, 
"but remember nothing about i , as 1 was 
carried away in my infancy." Eighteen 
months ago Mr, Buckley had a severe as- 
tatic of hi grippe, from the effects of which, 
he still suffers, and owing to failing health, 
he has been reluctantly obliged to ictire in- 
to private life. He docs not, however, re- 
gret the change, as he declares that he 
would rather ho u laboring man, health 
permitting, than a loader of a political 
party. To give an idea of a 
political lender's inconveniences, I\lr. 
Buckley tells several good stories. 
On one occasion he had returned from ti 
month's vacation, and found his house in- 
undated with Democrats, Tha two parlor* 
were tilled, as was also every other avail- 
able room, when Mrs. B. came down niul 
asked if there was any room in the house 
they could call their own, adding : "There 
me now two delegates in my bi d chamber." 
Mr. Buckley explains that the strength c6 
bis party will be put to a practical test, at . 
the next general election, as nt the last 
session of the Legislature tho Australian 
ballot, system was adopted. Threo per cent, 
of the voters can now form a convention, 
and nominate for any ollice in the gift ef 
the people. Mr. Buckley favors restricted < 
reciprocity between the United States and 
Canada, but on the politics of this Domin- 
ion, he does not consider himself capable of 
expressing on opinion. He is, however, no- 
lover of the McKinley policy, and \i onld 
like to sec closer relations, between Canada 
and the United States. Mr. Buckley lettve'st 
town this evening, iimh having visited 
Seattle and Portland, will return to Sun 
Francisco to wind up private business, 
when he will bid adieu to active public lif«.

DISTRESSFUL CHILI. 



Two Insurgent Combatants in the 
City — How Dictator Balniaceda 
Maintained His Position. 



Defeats Turned into Victories by the 
Telegraph Wires— Experiences 
on a War Vessel- 



Prosnects of tlio Future— Americans 
Unpopular— A Constitutional Gov- 
ernment being- Formed. 



Messrs. J. Brett and \Y. E. Wythe, who 
hive recently arrived from South America, 
are staying at the Occidental Hotel, and arc 
full of interesting information ua to their 
experiences in connection with the success- 
ful movement of the revolutionary pjirty in 
Chiii. Mr. lirett was purser on the stea- 
mer Cupiapo, which, at the beginning of the 
revolution, was on the freight and passen- 
ger route between Ljuique and Valparaiso. 
On the way out, just before the trouble had 
begun, that vessel received a telephone from 
'Horacio Lyon, managing director of the 
South American Steamship Co., ordering 
'.ier to cull ut Coquimbo. Naturally, the re- 
ceipt of this order occasioned considerable 
surprise; but it was supposed that the ob- 
ject was to take on freight or passengers. 
Arrived at Coquimbo, they were met by the 
man-of-war " O'Higgins." As soon as they 
had dropped anchor a baat came alongside 
in charge of a naval oflicer, who, having 
looked over the ship's papers, ordered 
t.lie vessel not to leave port. He 
then informed them that tho naval 
squadron had revolted, and that the 
Oapiapo w.n now in the custody of the 
party opposed to Balmaceda. Having been- 
several days in Coquimbo, a colonel, with a 
number of officers and soldiers, together 
with a quantity of treasure, were placed on 
her. It was announced that Valparaiso had 
been blockaded ; that they were to proceed 
there and convey to 

THK WABSHtT BLANCO 

\,hc soldiers from the O'Higgins It was 
between twelve and one o'clock in the 
U4ornill'J when they ran alongside the 
Blanco at Valparais •, there being also in 
the 1) iy a vessel w hich the captain of the 
Capiapo recognized as the Balmacedan war- 
ship Imperial. He informed Commander 
George Montt, of the Blanco, that the Im- 
perial was preparing lo go to sea. and ad- 
vised him to s'.op her. This advice was 
laughed at, the remark being made that if 
the Imperial— tire only warship irr the Bal- 
>macedan service — attempted to get out 
they would easily overtake her. However, 
die got away with 1,500 troops en route to 
the north; but for whose escape the revolu- 
tionary party would have had no difficulty 
iu securing control of affairs. The Capinpo 
then proceeded to Lota, where she took on 
ct&L At this point a transport belonging to 
the .South American Company, not knowing 
that she had been impressed into the revolu- 
tionary service, advised her to leave at 
once or she would he tired at by tire guns 
and troops along the shore. The Oapiapo 
Hooir after heaved anchor, her destination 
being the islaml of Santa .Maria, south of 
Lota and the headquarters of the revolu- 
tionary party. When iir sight of Santa 
Maria they spied the revolutionary war 
steamer Esmeralda 

LOOMING Ul' IN Till: DISTANCB. 

Air officer came along at full speed in a 
.small gunboat, commanding them to mop 
where they were, otherwise they would be 
l.lown out of the water. After explanations 
orders came thundering over from the Es- 
meralda to coon; alongside, the impression 
having previously prevailed that they were 
in the government service. Within 
the course of three or tour days 
they received guns and remained 
where they wore until the Revolutionary 
party had the gooil fortune to obtain pos- 
session of the Proviuce of Tarrapaca, whose 
capital is lquique, of which so much has 
been heard of late. Tho steamers Condell 
and Almirunto Lynch failing to reach port 
as had been expected, a squadron was form- 
ed of the Capiapo and the Ahtao, which 
bad just arrived from Europe, and in com- 
pany with the Esmeralda Ihey started for 
[quique, where lively times were looked for- 
ward to. The Capiapo was detailed to 

ATTACK AND TAKU I'lBAGlIA, 

a task which, without much difficulty, 
they succeeded in accomplishing. Mr. 
Urett here noted with very much 
satisfaction that he had rawed during the 
• entire revo-utioo, and had taken part in the 
Capiapo in many of the principal events of 
the Revolutionary contest. There was no 
doubt iir bis mind as to tho terrible cruel- 
ties and atrocities reported to have been 
committed by Balmaceda, who had only 
succeeded iu maintaining himself by his 
natural energy, aided by corruption and 
terrorism of the most terrible character. 
Ho had been accustomed to recruit his 
troops by forced levies, while his opponents 
•were only volunteers, but actuated by love 
•of the good cause of the nation. It was the 
practice of Balmaceda to send bands of 
music and troops into tho pampas of the 
interior, whence they returned with from 
300 to . r ><M) men on each occasion, sorno of 
them willing and .others most unwilling 
combatants. Balmaceda, according to Mr. 
lirett, is a scoundrel, but a very clever one. 
Having control of tho telegraph system, the 
outside world were accustomed to bear of 
bid severest defeats being brilliant victories 
■for the 

-UOVKHNMI'.NT OF LAW A Nil ORDER, 

-»f wfcich Balmaceda wus tho head, for, to 



Mr. Brett's own knowledge, seldom hud a 
victory lighted on Iris banners either by sea 
or by land. The last reported bombarc 
merit of [quique was only done for effect, 
and with the object of enabling l-.iui to send 
abroad the bogus report of a successful 
movement in order to enable him to dispose 
of tho much talked of bars of bullion held 
in tho National Bank of Chili. With this 
object iu view, he dispatched the Imperial 
ami two torpedo boats with instructions to 
destroy the place. The Capiapo was in 
port at the time, and Mr. Brett, saw the 
entire proceedings. Alongside Iquiqtteisan 
island at that time hold by the Balmace- 
dans, who thinking the Imperial wus the 
insurgent steamer Aconcagua, poured u 
hoavy broadside into her. It was only after 
she had put close in that the Bulmucedans 
on the island discovered their mistake. 
After two or three hours' firing, the Insur- 
gent Bteamers Abtao and Huasoar put in an 
appearance, and tire Imperial and her con- 
sorts fled. They at once started south for 
Tel Tal, a small open port, which had no 
protection whatever. Having bombarded 
the defenceless place to their hearts' con- 
tent, the crews went ashore and ransacked 
and looted the town, taking caro to 
COLLECT THE KXrOllT DUTV 
from an English vessel loaded with ore, 
which was ready to sail. Having accom- 
plished this, they sailed away, and the 
world was informed of another glorious vic- 
tory for the Government, unci the destruc- 
tion of an important port held by the 
opponents of the Government. Again an 
unsuccessful endeavor was made to sell the 
bars iu Europe, but the story was not be- 
lieved in financial circles, so many lies, 
with an object, having been previously 
palmed off upon the world. As to the tran- 
sportation of treasure for his action iu con- 
nection with,? which the commander of 
II.. M.S. Espiegle was at present compro- 
mised. The captain of a German war ship, 
at an earlier stage of the contest, agreed to 
carry away a large amount of it ; but the 
terms offered did, not come up to his de 
maud. Mr. Brett refused to believe that 
Balmaceda was dead. Ho was. he said, too 
clever, not to have made in advance every 
arrangement for bis escape from the coun- 
try. He would hardly have gone to any 
seaport, as he would have been seized and 
his life in rdl probability forfeited. His 
troops too, would have turned against him 
had he tried to run away. His only path 
of safety was across the Andes, and the 
recent story was merely designed to enable 
him to 

REMAIN C'NDER COVER 
for the present. As to the future, no 
doubt. Chili would be depressed for sonic 
years to come, but with the new govern- 
ment established, mttters would irrrr 
smoothly, and possibly new tields of enter- 
prise and prosperity be opened. The 
foreign element, with the exception of the 
Americans, will be well treated 
so soon us the new order of 
things is established, and meantime 
under the provisional government peace 
and order [will reign undisturbed. Almost 
all the trade of the country is in the hands of 
foreign capitalists. As for the Americans, 
the cour.-e of Minister Eg. in and tin: cable 
company hail alienated all sympathy from 
them, and, though their lives and property 
would be carefully protected, llii-y were far 
from popular. Doubtless Baquedano would 
be chosen president by the popular vote, 
Dan Georgio Montt being at present at 
the head of the Junta del Uobieruo. All 
the deposits in the banks which were found 
to have been deposited by people who had 
no means before the revolution broke out 
would doubtless be seized and made use of 
to pay the bills isused iu 1891 by LUlma- 
cedu. The nitrate works of Chili were only 
stopped fo'r a few days during the entire 
revolution, and were working almost us 
briskly as ever. Referring to t'"_- manner 
in which

had been sustained. Me. Brett said thai at 
the outset every one believed that the party 
opposing the Government were wealthy, 
whereas they hud no resources, but subse- 
quently it was backed by the wealthiest 
citizens. Indeed, Mr. Edwards, one of the 
wealthiest bankers of the country, was on 
board orre of the insurgent vessels until 
Iquiqui was taken.

II ho has boon fortunate enough to gain ad- 
mission to a legation, ho will in all likelihood 
ho protected from the wrat h of his triumph- 
ant enemies. If, oa tho contrary, he has sought 
refuge in a monastery, lie Is lii Immediate (lun- 
ger of being captured.

P. Mills, represent! ug tho 
applicant, yesterday, produced a document 
signed by Mayor While and other prominent of 
flulnls, of Seattle stating that, In t huh- opinion, 
tlort was a pr.i per person to hold a license la 
Victoria. Mr. Mills thought that this was sul- 
flciont evidence o( good character, and accord- 
ingly asked to have tho transfer of the license 
confirmed, , , , ,, 

Mr. U'nnl said that tho mdtter of this li- 
cense had been repeatedly adjourned to atford 
Cort opportunity to prove himself a desirable 
person to hold a lieenso here, lie (Mr. Ward) 
hadbeon credibly informed that Cort did not 
possess the necessary qualifications, and. more- 
over, was seeking o obtain tho position of 
lie just e by n method other than direct applica- 
tion. He had elicited from the Superintendent 
of Police, at tho last sluing of tho court, that 
prirlsin Ugh. 1 8 W"»r« in the habit of serving re- 
freshments to men oc rupylnu boxes during tliu 
porforinnncea at Cart's est ah ishmont; and t hat 
Mr. Cort, according to counsel's statement, 
nmde a business of procuring licenses at ihller- 
ent places on tho Coast, and putting his nomi- 
nees, as managers, in charge. 

Mr. Mills replied Hi it, as a magistrate, Mr.

THE CENSUS RETURNS. 

To THE EDITOR i — In reference to yonr 
nrticle, this morning, bended " Victoria's 
Census," 1 beg to state thut much of tho- 
tattle reported and published in respect 
the late census is characterized by unscru- 
pulous mendacity, and on that account un- 
worthy of much notice. Rut your proposal, 
to correct " misleading official returns de- 
Bcrves notice. 

I will just state thnt tho lute census wa-s 
taken by twelve gentlemen who became 
enumerators, well qualified by previous in- 
struction before commencing work. Thoy 
were sworn to do it faithfully and honestly. 
I have yet to learn that they in any way 
neglected the duty t hey hud sworn to per- 
form. And ns each completed the district 
or division assigned to him, ho was again 
sworn and declared that he had completed' 
his work according to the munual of instruc- 
tion to the beat of his ability. They could 
not, and, I believe, would not, have tuken 
their lust oath had they known that n single 
person in their division hod been omitted. 
The commissioner was a'so sworn and made 
his returns to the department at Ottawa 
under outh. 

Now, sir, us yon propose to take tho 
names of all persons who fancy they hnre 
not been taken in the census, do 
you not think you should invite- 
them to make a declaration when they sign, 
to Hit following effect : That they are resi- 
dents ot the city now, and were so when 
the late census was taken; that they havo 
no census homes elsewhere; that they have 
not been taken personally, or that no one 
else gave their mimes to any enumerator of 
the census. Otherwise it is useless, and 
manifestly tinf lir, to take their numes un- 
less they can declare as above, and are 
willing to have their names sent to Ottawa, 
and, if not found on the schedule, will then 
he ailded thereto. For a mere list of names 
will not be worth the puper written upon, 
und could not be added to the census. 

In regard to Alderman Menu's resolution, 
do he and the City Council think that 
they can sutitfy the public and tho world 
by placing the enumeration of the city ia 
the bunds of irresponsible parties nnd have 
it taken? I shall be glad to see a recount 
of the city made, provided proper guaran- 
tees are given thut it will be carefully and 
honestly taken. Without that, it will be 
labor in vain, and the money spent will 
be lost.

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WA R IN EUROPE. 

The spectacle of Europe in arms is one 
that appals nearly evety observer. Who is 
t« know when the great nations, armed to 
the teeth, shall fly at each others throats, 
and make the whole world resound with the 
noise of battle ? Every month rumors of 
war aro raised. Each movement of the 
great powers is watched, and its tigiiiti- 
.canee carefully studied. The belief that 
war may break out at uny time is so in- 
tense and so general, that uets, which at 
any other time would pass unnoticed, or 
would be regarded as harmless, are con- 
strued to portend the immediate breaking 
•out of the contest which all see to be im- 
■punding and inevitable. 

But there is one observer in Europe who 
occupies a position most favorable to see all 
That is going on, who 1ms had much experi- 
ence, and who is allowed to possess remark- 
able ability in discerning the signs of the 
times, who believes, and who gives his 
reason for believing, that the fears of those 
■who apprehend an immediate war in 
Europe are not well grounded, and that 
the nations of that continent will remain 

the cam? position, relatively, to each 
other, that they now occupy, for an in- 
definite period longer. This man is M. 
Jilowiti, the Paris correspondent of the 
London Times. He bus contributed a very 
remarkable paper to Hart er's Monthly, in 
which he gives the readers of that publica- 
tion his views as to the prospect of a war in 
Europe, what is to bring it about, and who 
'iro to lie engaged in it. 

This eminent publicist does not believe 
that there is much danger of an immediate 
war. He shows at considerable length that 
none of the great powers is in a position to 
incur the terrible risks which a war at this 
particular time would involve. France and 
Germany, he believes, are inclined to light, 
and will certainly light, but not just now. 
The Republic is not yet sufficiently well 
established to permit France to engage in a 
grout war. The people are divided into 
factions which are ready to fall upon the 
Republic and rend it in pieces at 
the first appearance of disaster ; and the 
nation would be almost Bure to declare the 
general, who would defeat the (iermans 
and give them back Alsace and Lorraine, 
Emperor. '1 lie result of war just now 
would bo, if successful, the establishment 
f a new Empire, or if unsuccessful, lhu 
return of aaurohy. Patriotic Frenchmen, 
therefore, do not favor an immediate war. 
They want the nation to become (irmly, and 
from conviction, republican before it en- 
gages in a contest with Germany. 

It is not, M. DlowiU maintains, in the 
interest of Germany to go to war at the 
present time. The fortune of war is, at 
best, uncertain, and it would be sheer mad- 
aess for Germany to risk all it has (rained 
by wantonly engaging in a struggle with 
France. That nation is well prepared for 
war. Germany could uot now take it 
unawares. The invader of France would, 
to-day, be met promptly by an army as 
well organized and equipped in 
every way as is (o be found in 
/Shcwoilil. The result would be, to say 
the least, doubtful. The German armies 
might be defeated, and, in that case, whero 
would tho young Emperor be, and w hat 
would become of tho Empire which tho 
genius of Bismarck has built up! This, as 
regards Germany, is what M. Klowiti says 
rt'ouhl bo the result of defeat : " The Rhine 
will uthist become a conquered frontier, the 
IKmpiro will crumble into hostile fragments, 
and tho Emperor oi yesterday will tink into 
nothingness i" the dry, sandy subsoil of 
Brandenburg." It, then, is not by any 
menus probable that the Emperor of Ger- 
many will recklessly provoke a e mtest with 
France. 

Austria has nothing to gain by war, and 
(Russia is not in a position to begin the tight 
alone. Italy can do nothing by herself. 
Without the co-operation of Gormauy and 
AftaSriii »hc is powerless. As long, then, 



as France romains quiet there will not, ao- 
I cording to M. Blowitz, be war in Europe. 
And it is tho interest of France to keep 
the peace for some time longer. 

But although the groat struggle may bo 
deferred, it is certain to come. The signal 
for a European war, M. Blowitz firmly be- 
lieves, will bo the death of tho Emperor of 
Austria. Then the catastrophe cannot any 
longer be averted. Tho nations and races 
that now form the Austto-Hungarian Em- 
pire will then be like sheep without a shep- 
herd. Unhappily tho Emperor Francis 
Joseph has no son to succeed him. This is 
what made the suicide of Princo Rudolf 
such a dreadful tragedy. The heir to tho 
Throne of Austria is a vicious imbecile. 
This is how ho is described by M. Blowitz: 

Francis Feidinand is twenty-eight years 
of age. Ho is unmarried. He isuot known 
to have any friend of either sex. He is al- 
most always seen alone. lie has the long 
wan face of the Hapsburps, sheepish, and 
without character, a leaden eye, a thin and 
expressionless mouth, a slow and tired gait. 
His physiognomy is at once shy and malici- 
ous. He hunt.*, ho rides, he drives four in 
hand, and that is about all he does. He 
is one of the most ignorant princes of the 
day. He can scarcely write even German; 
he writes meagre and even worse than 
ordinary French ; he lias never been able to 
speak a word of English ; and he is ignorant 
of all the various languages spoken on the 
soil of Austria. At eighteen, when be was 
emancipated, anil when his professors bade 
him adieu, he burned all his books, vowing 
that he would never touch another book in 
his life, and he has, so far, kept bis word." 

This young man is described as arrogant, 
insolent and unfeeling. Since the death of 
Rudolf the Emperor took him in band and 
tried to prepare him, in some sot t, for the 
duties ho would have to perform when ho 
should succeed to the throne, but he was 
unteachablo and i .corrigible, and the 
Emperor had to give up the task of improv- 
ing him in despair. This young man has 
a brother who is as stupid, and oven 
more brutal than himself. The Emperor is 
sixty-one years of age, and, in the courso of 
nature, it cannot be very long before one of 
these imbeciles will become the ruler oi 
Austro-IIungary. 

M. Blowitz believes the crisis will then 
have come. The Austrian Empire, which 
has been kept together with difficulty, will 
fall to pieces, and there will be a scramble 
for the fragments. Russia, Germany, 
and Italy will divide Austria between 
them. It is not likely that England and 
France will remain inactiro spectators of 
the struggle. "France and England," M. 
Blowitz says, " united by force of common 
interests and common fears, will, at best, be 
able only to mitigate the insatiable fury of 
the spoilers, and to reconstitute on a basis 
not traced by themselves a new i uro.e, 
in which they will have perhaps but an 
acce.-sory role." This is not a cheerful out- 
look. But it must be remembered that M. 
Blowitz, though well informed and 
sagacious, is neither a prophet nor the son 
of a prophet, and that there is a profound 
and a consoling truth in tho French saying : 
'• Man proposes, but (!ad disposes." 



.1 PROPOSAL. 

It is quite evident that the citizens of 
Victoria believe that the city contains 
more inhabitants than the census returns 
show. The general belief is that many 
have been passed over. Tho proposal to 
have a re-count is, therefore, well received. 
The official couut should, it is said, be 
either verified or corrected. It would be 
ctfsy to do this if intelligent citizens felt 
sufficient interest in it V) do it themselves. 
Very little time need be lost. The work 
of taking the names could be done in one 
evening. Let a committee be formed, and a 
call for volunteer enumerators be made. 
The wards could be divided into sections, 
so that each enumerator would not have 
more work to do than could eisily 
be performed in, say, two hours. 
A count on which the citizens might rely 
could thus be made at the cost of little more 
than the voluntary labor of those who un- 
dertook the work. There are details that 
could be attended to by the central commit- 
tee. The dvantage of this plan is that 
the ei Iltus of the whole city cm be taken 
simultaneously and in a short tine, by men 
who take an interest in the work and are 
qualified to do it well. We think 
thai there is public spirit enough in the 
young men of the city to find out the 
number of its inhabitants in some such way 
as we have indicated. We fear lint it the 
work of enumeration is left to the paid 
labor of such men us the corporation can hire- 
to do it the- business will lie done very slowly, 
and it would hardly bo safe to place much 
reliance on tho result. 

Taking the census in a few hours is not 
by any menus a new thing. The census of 
tho whole United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland was taken in that way. 

A SEVERE CRITIC. 

The Argonaut, which seldom does things 
by halves, and whose fault is certainly not 
understatement, exprePBCS itself in very 
plain terms w ith respect to the part taken 
by the Government of the United Slates in 
the late Chilian struggle. After saying that 
all well-informed, intelligent, law-abiding, 
property-owning American citizens sympa- 
thized with the men who revolted against 
the tyranny of the Dictator, Bulmacoda, it 
goes on to say : 

" lint this class does not embrace tho 
President of the United States nor his Cab- 
inet of constitutional advisors, If the Pres- 
ident had enjoyed the faculties and possess- 
ed the' judgment an 1 common-sense which 
ho ought to possess, he would not have been 
trampooeing the States of the South 
and West to prepare himself to be renomin- 
ated for the presidential office. He would 
not have appointed Patrick Ifigan to be United 
States Minister and Ambassador to the Re- 
public of ("bile, which position ho to un- 
worthily filled; and if the American Con- 
gress had the proper conceptionof the Monroe 
doctrine over which our country has vu 
pored, our Government would not have ro 
mained in indifference to the fact that an 
usurper had stolen power, proclaimed him- 



self dictator, ignored the constitution of 
Chile, set ut defiance the laws, dismissed 
tho Supremo Court, mado himself head of 
the nrmy and navy, appropriated all the 
public revenues, and constituted himself 
and his colleagues tho solo arbiters of life 
and property." 

The Argonuut also considers tho soizuro 
in tho first placo, and subsequently tho 
chaso and capture of tho Itata, illegal and 
without excuse, and concludes by saying : — 

" Tho whole business is by no means 
creditable to the administration of the 
American Republic. President Harrison 
and his junkettillg cabinet might have been 
better engaged than in travelling, speech- 
making and delivering lectin cs to Young 
Men's Christian Associations, in aid of his 
re-nom illation as a candidate of the Repub- 
lican Party for the Presidency." 

The courso taken by the Government of 
the United States, representing as it does, a 
people proud of their freedom and jealous 
of their rights, was indeed singular, and we 
are not surprised that a true republican and 
an ardent lover of popular liberty like tho 
editor of the Argonaut, is indignant and 
expresses himself strongly.

MORE ARRESTS. 

A New Chanter Opened in the Hattiei May 
Abduction Case. 

Tho end of the Fried matter evidently is 
not yet. When tho charge of abduction was 
dismissed by the City Police Magistrate, on 
Tuesday, tho whereabouts of llutlio May 
were still unknown by her father and by 
the police. They were not unknown to 
Fried, however, and ho mudo no conceal- 
ment of the fact. 

Yesterday morning, Mrs. May, tho girl's 
mother, came over from Fealtlo, accom- 
panied by her sun, to join the father and, 
with him, prosecute the search for the miss- 
ing one. No now move was mads in tho 
game until afternoon, when warrants wore 
placed in the hands of tho Provincial police, 
bearing the signature of Mr. Robert Ward, 
J. P., and charging Hermann Fried and his 
wife, Millie Fried, conjointly, with taking 
Hattio May out of the pos ession of her 
father and against his will, on tho fourth 
day of September instant. 

The warrant for Fried's arrest was taken 
by Sergeant Langh-y, who found Mr. Fried 
tallying for a faro game in u room on Yutes 
strict. He made no objection to accom- 
panying the bearer of the warrant, nor did 
he deny knowledge of Miss May's place of 
abode. Ho was placed in a cell at the pro- 
vincial lock up, and Officer McNfill posted 
to his house on Kane street, where Mrs. 
Frii d was arrostcd. 

At police headquarters, Mr. and Airs. 
Fried weto advised to tell where the miss- 
ing girl was, and they accordingly gave in- 
formation which led the police to visit a 
dress-making establishment on Kane street, 
directly opposite the Fried residence. Hero 
Miss Hattio was found. She walked down 
to the Sergeant of Police's oflice, whore 
Superintendent Hussey had a long conver- 
sation with her. The outcome of the talk 
was that tho girl consented to go to her 
mother, at her hotel, and remain with her 
until tho case in which she is involved is 
disposed of. 

During the evening, Fried and his wifo 
were both admitted to bail in their own 
recognizances. They are to appear in the 
provincial court at 10 o'clock this morning, 
when the Attorney -General will appear for 
the Crown. 



TILE THURSBY CONCERT 

America'! Murli Heralded Cnntatrlce Falln to 
lU-et Expectations. 

Last night's concert at Tho Victoria was 
advertised as by Miss Emma Thursby, 
assisted by local talent. In reality tho 
order was reversed; the treat of the even- 
ing was furnished by the local talent— Miss 
Thursby assisted. 

For tho work of this Ones great artist, ex- 
cuses must now be made. Her voice is in 
its decline, and any number of apologies 
cannot explain away tho fact. When she 
essayed the polonaise from " Mignon," Miss 
Thursby was out of her element. No mat- 
ter what she may have been able to 
sing in former years, blie should con- 
fine herself to ballad singing now. 
Her mechanical production of operatic 
music is not pleasing ; it is so evidently 
hard work for Miss Thursby to sing tho 
music that her audience Buffers in listening 
to her. True, she is still possessed of the 
remains of a magnificent voice, but tho re- 
mains alone are left. 

Mr. Clement Rolands and his winsome 
little wife in their solo numbers took tho 
house by storm. There is heatt, artistic 
merit, everything desirable in their singing, 
which, yesterday evening, was a revelation 
to those who listened to it. Mr. Rolands 
Gr3t gave the solo "Honor and Arms," 
from Handel's Samson ; a s-election which 
calls for a voice of unusual compass and 
flexibility. Just such a voijo has Mr. 
Rolands, and with an artist's perception of 
the spirit of the piece, he faithfully repro- 
duced the thoughts of the author. In 
"Star of Bethlehem," (Adams) he was 
equally capable, and it is doubtful if better 
baritone singing has ever been listened to in 
British Columbia's capital. While .Mrs. 
Rolands is not a great singer, such as her 
husband unquestionably is, she 1ms a sweet, 
sympathetic voice, mezzo-soprano, which 
she used to good effect, first in Pontet's 
"The Last Muster;" then in Millard's 
" Waiting." 

Messrs. Nash, Keating, Fielding and 
Scrogg8 gave two delightful quartettes, the 
first being the Serenade, muted, Andante 
Cantabiln, Op. 3, No. o, in F, Haydn. Mr. 
Ernest Worn played the uccompauitneuts 
during the evening in excellent taste.

Mails From Japan Via the C. P. B- 
Delivered in London In 
Twenty Days- 



The Steamship City of New York 
Completes the Glohe- 
Uirclinir Feat. 



New York, Sept. f},-Tho BtcRHWhlp City of 
Now York hail on board the famous rocord- 
breaking Japancso mull Unit the steamship 
Empress of Japan, the Canadian Paciflo Rail- 
way Company and tlio New York Central 
Itailroid Company broiight.froni Yokohama to 
this city in It days. The letters contained In 
these mail bacs were read in England ton days 
beforo tho usual time of arrival of Japan mails. 
Letters that were written on tho Uhli left 
Yokohama on tho same day. 

Nino days and 19 hours later they reached 
Victoria. H.C. It wns tho quickest passage 
over made. Tho Canadian Pnolflo people were 
so proud of tho achievement lh.it they deter 
niinod to attempt groater things. Thos'.oum- 
ship City of Now York was i-ohcdulou to leave 
this port. September 2, at o a. m , and tl o postal 
authorities wore notiiled that the Canadian 
Pacific wruld try to catch th.s steamer, it was 
n diiltcult task. 

A s soon as the Empress of Japan reached hei 
dock a special train was wailing to receive the 
mails. Tho special loft Vancouver August ?9, 
at 1 p.m. Tho distance to Brockvillo is 
miles. It. v>ns covered In "7 hours and 'JO 
minutes; wonderfully quick time when it is 
considered that tho train ran over two chains 
of mountains, sometimes crawling up a grade 
of 105 feet to the miio and reaching elevations 
of lii.OOO feet above tho level of tho sea. 

From Brockvillo tho mail hags crossed tho 
St. Lawrence on a steamer, reaching Morris- 
town, N.Y., September 1. Tho New York Cen- 
tral people declared that the run from Morris- 
town to this city could nut possibly bo made in 
timo lo i atch tlio Blenmor. The postal authori- 
ties thought differently. Anyway, they were 
Wi'Hno In ninko Ihe etb- r t. 

From Morristown to Now York, a distance 
over Uio uonli iil system o[ :t5;> miles, was cover- 
ed in C hours and 58 minutes, an average of Si 
miles nn hour. Ninoty-flvo miles < f tho dis- 
tance was made in DO minutoa. When the sue 
cial pulled inio tho Grand Central depot In tills 
citv. on the morning of topi ember J, it was ex- 
actly 4.43 o'clock. 

Tfloro were just 1" minutes in which to trans- 
fer tlio mail baps to a wagon and drive to the 
Innian pier. Superintendent Bradloy of the 
railway mail service knew that il could not ho 
done out he pu-hed ahead and trusted to luck. 
The r eamship was delayed 15 minutes. 

At 5.12 a pair of bij black horses, wet with 
foam, uaaheU onto the pier witha Uniud Statcj 
mail wagon. Three minutes lator the last 
pouch had been lo-sod aboard tho City of Now 
York and the steamer was swinging out into 
the river. Just 20 days from the time tlio let- 
ters left Yokohama tiny were in England. , 

RUSSIAN PAUPKR REFUGEES. 

Forty Fnmili s Eu ltimtn to the United 
Stalls In a i'llhible State 
of Poverty. 

London, Sept. 8.— 'lho first stop toward 
carrying out Baron Mitch's great scheme £ r 
tho removal of his Itussiun co-religionists has 
boon decided on. He has prepared a large 
estato for their accommodation, between 
Woodbine and Mount Pleasant, in New 
Jersey. 

To.xonto. Sept. 8.— Forty families of Russian 
Hebrew refugees, who were soi.t hero from 
Montreal, are on their way to the United 
States. They arrived in Canada destitute and 
were taken care of a'. Montreal by the llirseh 
institute there, and were consigned by thut 
organization to Itubbi Klz is hero. They arc in 
a pitiable state of poverty. 

Itabbi Elzas put sovorul of them on a lako 
steamer, this morning, and sent thoin to 
Lowiston, N.Y., whence they are ticketed to 
Buffalo, to 00 thonco distributed to different 
points in tho United Stales. Because of the 
difficulty of these pauper Russian Jews gain- 
irg admission to American ports they are 
being Bent to Canada in droves, to bo from 
there distributed throughout lho United 
States in couples and threes. 

TRADE AND COMMERCE- 

Practically there is no change in trndo. except 
that there are forth -r evidences of improve- 
ment. Money is coining in more freely. In all 
departments moro life is expected to shortly 
manifest itseir. All descriptions of groceries 
are in good demand, but. without, change in 
value. On Tuesday night, lho steamer Yc* 
mite brought across from. Vancouver 1,000 
bags Chinese granulated white sugar to the 
order of It. P. Kithet Co. Tho article is of 
oxcclient quality, and, it is said, can hold its 
own for price. It is said that several butchers 
are obtaining all their beef from the Sound, it 
being purchasable for delivery hero at ciuilo as 
reasonable prices as are ruling in this country. 
In dry goods there is nothing lo note.

VicTOUiA. B. C. Sept. in. 1891.

Merry Lite In Prison. 

Boise, Idaho, Se\>t. 8.— The report of a 
bloody Bgbt to a liuish at the State peni- 
tentiary came to lifrlit in the city, to-duy. 
This extraordinary event occurred five 
weeks ago last Sunday. Boxiny lias been 
permitted by the warden for months, and 
culminated in a finish lij,'lit between Con- 
victs McCreary and Duiilup. in which the 
latter was whipped. Tlie preliminaries 
were arranged by Warden Muck and his 
guards. The prisoners were allowed to but 
money and articles which they manufac- 
tured on the ri suit, aud on the day of the 
tight were pre.ent en masse. (iuaid 
Alexander Roberts, son of Prison Com- 
missioner Roberts, was bottle-holder for 
one of the combatants. All the officials of 
the prison were present. The fight was a 
particularly savage 'one, Convict Dunlap 
being pounded until covered with blood 
and almost unable to stand, when his 
second, a guard, threw up the sponge. 
News of the affair has caused a sensation, 
and there is a clamor lor an investigation. 

XI no IVrsoUH I'olxoncrt at Dinner. 

Kansas Citv, Sept. S —A special to the 
Times from Belleville, Kan., snys : Nine 
people of this place are at the point of death 
as a result of having partaken of poison. 
George Gregg returned from Iowa lust Sa- 
turday, where ho had gene to bring homo 
his wife und children, who had been visiting 
tin re. A young lady relative accompanied 
Mrs. Gregg. Sunday, Ira Johnson, u neigh- 
bor, culled on the way home fiom church, 
and uccepted an invitation to dinner. Bight 
persons fat clown to the table. Soon after 
dinner they all became violently ill, exhibit- 
ing u 11 the symptoms of poisoning. Shortly 
afterwards a servant, who had in the meau- 
time eaten dinner, also become ill, showing 
the same symptoms. Since then all have 
grown worse, and the recovery of nune of 
the victims is expected, while the nature of 
the poison, and how administered, is un- 
known. 

Holder mill Suicide 

Toi'KKA, Kan., Sept. S. — This morning, 
G. Merger shot and killed his wife and then 
committed suicide. The couple hud been 
quarrelling since Saturday over some rent 
money paid to them. The wife asked the 
husband for a dollar to buy some clothing 
for one of her children, whereupon the hus- 
band threatened to kill her. She ran from 
the dining-room to the porch and he fol- 
lowed, shooting her through the back. The 
murderer is a native of Germany and lived 
hero about six years. The couple had been 
divorced and were remarried about a year 
ago. 

Two Murder In Ohio <irnln Field. 

Lima, O., Sept. S. — This morning, while 
James and Tom Johnson were [[running a 
threshing machine, a man named Lewis cut 
Johnson on the hand. Althodgh he asserted 
it was accidental, Johnson struck him a 
terrific blow. Lewis fell directly under the 
cylinder and was drawn into the machine, 
his head and body being ground to a pulp. 
Frank Lewis, his brother, made a dish with 
a pitchfork, which he plunged into John- 
son's bowels, killing him almost instantly. 
Lewis was arrested. 

Murderous Re-w Anions (few York Hnfln. 

New York, Sept. 8.— In the course of 
au altercation over a game of cards in the 
Italian quarters last night, James Ross, an 
Italian, was shot and killed, and his brother 
George lies in a critical condition. Two 
brothers, John and Nicoli Ballero, were ac- 
cused of cheating by the Ross brothers. 
Words led to blows, and ono of the Bulleros 
drew a revolver and shot the Ross brothers.
